Inquiprs into Spiritualism should begin by form- 
ing epirt-circles in their own homes, with no Spir- 
{tualist & professiona medium present Should no 
resulta b obtained) on the first occasion, try again 
with otbr sitters. One or more persons possessing 
medial pwers without knowing it are to be found 
in nearlyevery houschold. 

1. Leithe room be of comfortable temperature, 
but cool ather than warm—let the arrangement 
be made hat nobody shall enter it, and that there 
shall be o Interuption for one hour during tho sit- 
ting of tle circlo. 

2. Lethe circle consist of four, five or six indi- 
viduals, out the same number of each sex. Sit 
round al uncovered wooden table, with all the 
palma of he hands upon the top surface, Whether 
the hand touch each other or not is usually of no 
importane, Any table will do, just large enough 
to convedently accomodate the sitters, e removal 
of a had from the table for a few seconds does 
ro harm but when one of the sitters breaks the 
circle by leaving the table, it sometimes, but not 
always, Freaks the manifestations. 

3, Befre the sitting begins, place some pointed 
lead-penfls and some sheets of clean writing paper 
on the tale, to write down any communications 


that be obtained. 
4. Pestle who do not like each other should not 
ait in thetame circle, for such a want of harmon 


tends toprevent manifestations except with well 
develo hysical mediums; it is not yet known 
why. Jelief or unbelief bas no influence on the 
manifesations, but an acrid feeling against them 
hasn wakening influence, 

6, Beore the manifestations begin it is well to 
engage 6 general conversation or in elingling, and 
it is bes that neither should be of a frivolous char- 
acter, A prayerful, earnest feeling among tho 
member of the circle gives the higher spirits more 
power t come tothecircle, and makes it more diffi- 
cult foribe lower spirits to come near,
